The AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon - an annual 120- 
mile race from Grayling to 
Oscoda held during the last full 
weekend in july - has 
increased its total of competi- 
tors in each of the last four 
years. In 2007, the year of the 
60th AuSable Marathon, the 
event established a new partic- 
ipation record with 75 canoes 
(150 paddlers). In the following 
year, 2008, the race had 76 
teams. In 2009 participation 
jumped to 90 teams, and last 
year’s mark of 94 set a new 
record for the fourth consecu- 
tive year.

American Red Cross honors man 
for giving 34 gallons of blood

Beaver Creek Township resi- 
dent Al Etson marked his 70th 
birthday last week and was hon- 
ored for touching the lives of 
countless people through the gift 
of giving blood. 

Etson received his pin for 
donating 34 gallons of blood 
through American Red Cross 
blood drives, on Wednesday, 
July 6, He reached the 34 gallon 
milestone after donating his last 
pint of blood at the St. Mary’s 
Church on June 2. 

“He’s just a major exception 
because has been donating for 53 
years,” said Cindi Bauer, an 
American Red Cross representa- 
tive. 

Etson gave his first blood 
donation when he was just 17. At

the time, he was suffering from 
headaches. After visits to the eye 
doctor and having some blood 
tests completed, Etson’s father, 
Jack Etson, was directed to have 
him donate blood at the Saginaw 
VA Medical Center, The doctor, 
who was Jack Etson’s physician 
in the Army, determined that he 
had too much iron built up in his 
blood. 

“The doctor has been right on 
target as far as why I need to give 
blood,” Etson said. “It’s just an 
unnatural thing that keeps occur- 
ring when the iron builds up in 
my blood.” 

Since then, Etson has given 
blood on a regular basis to help 
maintain his health. 

“Just the pressure and the 
release of the blood out of my 
body, it made me feel so good,” 


he said. 

Federal Drug Administration 
regulations mandate that a per- 
son can only give blood every 56 
days or eight weeks. When he 
was living in Flint, Etson gave 
blood whenever he was eligible. 

“Back in the old days, it was 
pretty much on schedule for me,” 
said Etson, who often traveled 
from Warren to Flint to donate 
blood. “I didn’t have to write it 
down, I knew when [ was ready 
to go give blood,” 

Biood donations are taken in 
pints. One pint can touch the 
lives of three people. There are 
eight pints in a gallon, so Etson 
has potentially touched the lives 
of 816 people over the years. 

- Platelets, plasma and blood 
cells can be separated from the

A 71-year-old Frederic man was formal- 


ly arraigned 


for murder for allegedly 


killing his brother over the Fourth of July 


weekend. 


Paul Barry Easterle was arraigned in 
Crawford County District Court on a 
charge of homicide-open murder. Easterle 
faces up to life in prison, if convicted, 

Mark Easterle, 60, was shot and killed by 
his brother around 6:10 p.m. on Sunday, 


July 3. 


Crawford County Sheriff Kirk A, 
Wakefield said the incident started with the 
brothers arguing over an issue regarding 
another family member. Wakefield, howev- 
er, said he could not elaborate on the details 
until upcoming court hearings take place, 

Wakefield said the confrontation began 
in Paul Easterle’s home, located on 9855 N, 
Hiawatha Dr. The brothers started arguing, 
which then led to a physical confrontation. 

Mark Easterle left the home and was then 
fojlowed by Paul Easterle, who was carry- 
ing a 45-caliber pistol. 

“Several more words were exchanged, 
the argument escalated and then the gun 
went off,’ Wakefield said. 

Wakefield said Easterle, in a statement, 
intended to fire lower, but movement when 
the gun discharged caused the bullet to go 
higher and hit his brother in the upper 


thigh,

The state board of education 
backs much = more © stringent 
requirements for all Michigan high 
school graduates. [ts recommenda- 
lions: 

* Four years of math, including 
algebra T and Ul, geometry and 
another math related class. 

¢ Four years of English or lan- 
guage arts. 

* Three years of science, includ- 
ing biology and either physics or

chemistry, 

* Three years of social science, 
including one semester of civics 
and one semester of economics. 

* Two years of world language. 

* One year each of health or 
physical education, and visual or 
performing arts. 

* One unspecified online class.

THESE CHANGES are 
designed to assure near uniformity 
in Michigan high school curricula. 
A graduate in Rogers City, 
Grayling or Three Rivers would be 
required to pass the same classes 
as a graduate in Bloomfield Hills 
or Benton Harbor. 

Theoretically at feast, all 
Michigan high school graduates 
would be equally qualified to con- 
quer the road to college, face the 
challenges of the world, and take 
over the more intricate fobs which 
are expected to increasingly domi- 
nate the national and world 
economies. 

When he placed the proposal 
before the state board of educa- 
tion, Michael Flanagan, state 
schools superintendent, warned 
that Michigan secondary educa- 
lion must be improved. 

“Our kids will be left in the 
global dust if we’re not careful,” 


he said. “This is urgent.” 

Introducing proposals — and 
enacting laws are two different 
ball games. Now it’s up to the state 
legislature for action. ICUs a pretty 
good bet that mandatory curricu- 
lum will not become law the way 
Mr. Flanagan and his board have 
proposed it; but it’s also a pretty 
good bet that some sort of curricu- 
lum intensification will be 
approved beyond today’s civics- 
only requirement. 

* * * 

GOV. GRANHOLM has made 
improved education standards a 
key program for some time now. 

She cites keeping Michigan 
graduates at home in Michigan as 
one of the key problems of greatest 
concern to many Michiganians, 

Her answer is more and better 
jobs in Michigan and more and 
belter education for Michigan stu- 
dents. Its sort of a circle of life: 
One depends on the other. 

Many high school and college 
graduates do stay in Michigan. 
They want to live in familiar sur- 
roundings and to be near family, or 
they may be restricted by personal 
relationships or obligations, or by 
other considerations. 

However, is human nature for 
many young people (o want to get 
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out into the world, to explore new 
horizons, to spread their wings. If 
at all possible, many talented and 
adventurous young people will 
move Seattle or New York or 
Atlanta, or even China or 
Scandinavia or Brazil. Ali things 
being equal, they will move simply 
for the adventure of it. 

That’s human nature, and no 
jobs program or education pro- 
gram or even “cool cities” back 
home will keep them down on the 
farm if the whole wide world 
beckons. 

Gov. Granholm cannot contro- 
vert human nature with more and 
better jobs, more and better educa- 
tion. For example, Jennifer 
Granholm was born in Vancouver 
and went to high school and col- 
lege in California. She’s not there 
now.

ANOTHER SHAKY premise in 
the education controversy is that 
ail students must be college gradu- 
ates to get a decent job in the com- 
ing years. 

We are told young people no 
longer can bypass college and sim- 
ply go into Michigan factories and 
assure themselves a good life. 
Things have changed, and now 
they need a college degree. 
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The changing job market and 
changing job requirements are 
real, but that doesn’t mean all 
young people must go to college, 
in my opinion, 

Some don’t want to. Some want 
to work with their hands, not their 
minds. Some cannot handle the 
college work. Some cannot afford 
it, even with generous scholarship 
programs. 

To force every student into a col- 
lege mold is not wise, nor is it pos- 
sible, any more than keeping every 
young adult in the old home town, 

There are definite needs for 
vocational training in all sorts of 
areas and specialties, which don’t 
require college graduation, and for 
that matter don’t even require the 
mandatory 18 required credits in 
identical high school pursuits. 

Each young person is an individ- 
ual, with differing and individual 
needs and with varied talents and 
preferences, and each should be 
treated as an individual. They 
should not all be forced into the 
same mold.

As a former resident of 
Grayling, | enjoy reading about 
new businesses opening and the 
improvement that they bring to 
the area. | was, however, dis- 
pleased to read the comments 
made by the owner of the 
Grayling Hollywood School of 
Beauty, as well as Dan 
Sanderson’s choice of words in 
the article. 

I have been a licensed cosme- 
tologist. for nine years. Never 
once have I referred to myself or 
my colleagues as “beauticians.” 
This is an outdated term, and to 
be honest, quite offensive. 

The State of Michigan does 
not issue “beautician licenses” 
(that | am aware of) and the use 
of terms like “beauty skills,” 
“beauty industry,” and “beautify- 
ing,’ are not only inaccurate 
about the work that a cosmetolo- 
gist does, but demeaning, | have 
always felt that it is my privilege 
to use my skills to serve a client. 
I do not attempt to “beautify” 
them, I do hope that my advice 
and knowledge leads to an indt- 
vidual leaving my chair feeling 
better about themselves with a 
style that suits their needs and 
tastes. 

The process isn’t about beauty 
at all; it is about improving one’s 
self-esteem and comfort, as well 
as providing a service tailored to 
each client in the hopes that their 
day has been made better 
through their time spent with me. 
Not everyone who walks through 
the door is looking to be beauti- 
ful as the reason to visit a salon 
varies from client to client; I 


have shaved the heads of cancer 
patients and their supporters, 
trimmed the hair of children who 
were playing hair stylist. when 
their parents weren’t looking, 
and waxed the backs of men. | 
am not sure that any of these 
clients were looking for “‘beau- 
ty” of the kind that the word 
implies, 

Similarly, the comments made 
by Renee Bushey were also 
offensive. Her words about keep- 
ing prices of services down to 
draw in the public for the stu- 
dents to learn should offend not 
only the prospective students of 
her school, but also prospective 
clients. I do agree that because 
students are providing services 
the prices should be kept low, but 
to use that statement to advertise 
for her business is inappropriate. 

A second hand store would not 
place an ad saying, “Clothing 
half off because someone else 
has already worn it!” 

Yes, low prices do entice 
clients to partake in the services 
offered, but to say that prices 
must be kept down due to a lack 
of experience implies that you 
are getting what you pay for. As 
a former student I can honestly 
say that the service you receive 
is just as good as you would 
receive from almost any salon. 
An instructor circulates while 
students are working, ensuring 
that correct technique is used and 
any questions that might arise 
are answered. A client does not 
Ieave the salon without being 
checked by an instructor, so 
there is almost no chance that a 
terrible haircut will leave the 


salon. 

Ms, Bushey also noted that the 
public needs “us to make them 
look that way (like Hollywood)” 
and “every girl’s dream is to 
become either a hair dresser or 
model.” This backward thinking 
is exactly why young girls have 
poor self-esteem for not being 
what Hollywood tells them they 
should look like. 

While I have had clients bring 
in pictures of stars with haircuts 
that they liked, I have never once 
heard someone say that they 
wanted to look like a specific 
star. ] also have never been dis- 
honest with a client who had 
chosen a haircut that would not 
suit her. My goal is to provide a 
client with a haircut that flatters 
their face and also suits their 
lifestyle, not to make them look 
like a Claudia Schiffer clone. 

And as for every girl wanting 
to be a hair dresser or a model, I 
wanted to be a doctor. ] became a 
cosmetologist because 1 enjoy 
the technical and creative aspects 
as well as the contact with 
clients. Cosmetology has provid- 
ed me with income while | have 
completed my bachelor’s degree 
in Biology and continue with my 
education. 

Shame on both of you, Mr, 
Sanderson and Ms. Bushey, for 
making it sound like cosmetolo- 
gists are only concerned with 
superficiality and diminishing 
what we do for our clients.

Commit to 
efficiency 
and shared 
sacrifice, 
not millages 


To the editor: 

Another issue in the Avalanche, another 
notice of an impending millage request. 
Sometimes there are two or three notices. 
If not millage then a request by the Artisan 
Village people for a taxpayer stimulus sub- 
sidy. 

There is talk al the national level of gov- 
ernment of “shared sacrifice” but I hear 
none at the local level of government. The 
greed at the local level goes on in the face 
of declining property values, home foreclo- 
sure, unemployment, retirement cuts, and if 
the national debt ceiling legislation passes, 
health and social security shared sacrifice. 

One northern Michigan school district 
did share sacrifice by making across the 
board cuts thereby saving jobs and pro- 
grams. This approach needs to become 
more wide spread. 

One of the more egregious millage 
requests, in my opinion, is the Public 
Transportation System millage renewal. 
All is see is large, empty or nearly empty 
buses driving around, Improved efficiency 
is sorely needed in this operation. Julee 
Dean, executive director of the CCTA, says 
that due to high gasoline costs the millage 
is needed as a “form of transportation that 
people can handle.” Apparently people are 
doing just fine because they’re not riding 
public transportation. 

Along with each of the proposed millage 
requests is a statement to the effect that it 
will only cost a few cents per $1,000 tax- 
able value) or a few dollars per $50,000 
assessed value), But if one adds them all 
up, you're talking real money. 

On Aug. 2 and again at the November 
elections taxpayers should reject all millage 
requests unless and until the requesters 
express a commitment to efficiency and 
demonstrate shared sacrifice,

Slicky Buns Day, to be 
held on July 16, has been 
going on at Wellington 
Farm since 1997, and 
though the events are sim- 
ple, it has been a popular 
day at the 60-acre living 
history museum since its 
beginning. 

Sticky buns day is the one 
day at Wellington Farm that 
the kitchen is really in full 
swing, The wood stove has 
been going since early 
morning to make certain 
that the oven is up to the 
proper temperature to bake 
those delectable morsels 
called “Sticky Buns.” 

Wellington — personnel, 
with the aid of some volun- 
teers have been at work 
long belore the park opens, 
preparing the sweetened 
bread dough, letting it rise, 
punching it down only to 
rise again. That's the old 
fashioned way, and that's 
the way things are done at 
Wellington Farm. 

When the dough is ready, 
it is rolled out on the baking 
table, smothered with fresh 
churned) butter, sprinkled 
with cinnamon, sugar and 
raisins and rolled up. The 
rolled up dough is then 
sliced into chunks, allowed 
lo rise one more time and 
placed in the oven of the 
wood burning stove to bake. 

When they are baked the 
rolls are allowed to cool, 
then covered with a home- 
made caramel sauce and 
crushed pecans. 

In addition to watching 
Sticky Buns rise in’ the 
kitchen, al feast six other 
park buildings will be in 
operation. The Grist Mill 
will be in operation (urning 


out the flour needed to 
make the Sticky Buns. 
When not grinding flour 
and commeal on the stone 
mill, the miller will be 
grinding animal feed in the 
hammermill. 

Across the way, the car- 
penter will be — busily 
engaged making handles 
for rakes and hammers, 
repairing a potato sorter or 
putting the finish on a new 
piece of furniture. 

In the Blacksmith Shop, 
the blacksmith will be heat- 
ing iron Objects in the coal 
fired forge and hammering 
them into a desired shape 
on the anvil. 

In the livestock barn, 
farm workers will be caring 
for the animals, giving them 
food and water and brush- 
ing them when needed.

A Grayling chef's busi- 
ness outlook is on the rise 
through the selling of sour- 
dough bread at northern 
Michigan farm markets. 

Grayling resident Ray 
Priebe began experimenting 
with making and developing 
his own yeast for the sour- 
dough breads about seven 
years ago. 

“It's pretty simple in 
nature,” Priebe said of com- 
bining water and flour to 
harvest natural yeast from 
the air. 

More recently, Priebe 
obtained a variety of yeast 
from San Francisco, Russia, 
Finland and the Red Sea 
region in Bahrain from a 
colleague. Priebe still feeds 
and maintains his sour- 
dough yeast from the focal 
area. 

As part of his education at 
the Great Lakes Culinary 
Institute at Northwestern 
Michigan University, Priebe 
had to focus on developing a 
business plan with an 
emphasis on kitchen, dining 
room and overall restaurant 
management. He and fel- 
low students studied the 
possibility of starting a ven- 
ture focused on making and 
selling sourdough breads. 
They concluded that the 
venture was a viable busi- 
Ness. 

“We looked at it and 
decided you could do really 
welt and from there it was 
just a short step into form- 
ing a company and selling 
products at the farm mar- 
kets,” Priebe said. 

Priche established 
Scarborough Fair Artisan 
Bread LLC, He then headed 
to the kitchen to refine his 
recipes and business. Pricbe 
started seHing granola, then 
expanded into selling sour- 
dough breads, rosemary and 
apricot scones, peanut butter 
cookies with vanilla salt and 
cookies featuring Nutella, a 
hazelnut spread containing 
chocolate. 

Farm markets in the 
region and changes in 
Michigan’s laws regarding 
cottage industries atlow 
small businesses {to sell 
homemade goods that are 
not time and temperature 
sensitive, provided a perfect 
outlet for Pricbe’s business. 

“Tf they don’t have to be 
refrigerated, you can make 
them and sell them without 
a commercial kitchen,” he 
said, 

Priebe started making the 
bread in a home oven and 
experimented with water 
and ice to mimic the tradi- 
tional French steamed bak- 
ing process, 

Priebe, afler graduating 
from Great Lakes Culinary 
Institute in May, had a cov- 
ected job as a chef al 
Trattorta Stella, an Hahian 
restaurant in Traverse City.

Recently, Pricbe obtained 
a commercial grade oven 
from a business in 
Falmouth. 

“T will be able to bake 25 
or 30 loaves at a time so il 
will make production more 
streamlined than the home 
oven process.” he said.

blood after a donation has 
been made. Red blood cells 
carry oxygen through the 
body, platelets are used for 
cancer patients to help them 
allow their blood to clot 
when going through treat- 
ment and chemotherapy. 
Finally, plasma is used to 
treat burn victims or dia- 
betes that have problems 
with wounds healing. 

“Blood is used in a variety 
of different ways by hospi- 
tals in order to enhance the 
quality of life as well as 
save lives,” Bauer said. 

Studies have revealed that 
people who donate blood 
have healthier lives because 
they are filtering old and 
medium-age blood cells out 
that are reproduced by 
blood cells, which carry 
extra oxygen. 

“It's just a wonderful gift, 


to be able to give the gift of 


life, and at the same time, 
have a benefit by having 
greater health,” Bauer said. 
Currently, the American 
Red Cross is in a critical 
level for blood donations. 


Particularly, they are 
seeking o-negative blood, 
which can be given to acci- 
dent victims with all blood 
types. People with o-nega- 
live blood, fike Etson, can 
be universal donors but are 
not universal recipients. 

“We take all types, 
because all types are critical 
to have a balance,” Bauer 
said, 

Blood donations drop in 
the summer months due to 
three factors. First, 20 per- 
cent of the nation’s blood 
supply comes from drives 
held at schools and universi- 
ties, which are not in full 
session during the summer- 
time. Next, regular blood 
donors miss out on commu- 
nity blood drives because 
they are busy taking care of 
home projects, spending 
time outdoors on the the 
lakes and river and vaca- 
tioning. Finally, donors who 
come to the summer blood 
drives are not. eligible 
because they dehydrated or 
do not have enough iron in 
their systems, another 
Federal Drug 


Administration mandate 
required to give blood. 

“That plays a key role if 
they are eligible or not,” 
Bauer said. 

Bauer encouraged donors 
to follow a diet with iron 
rich food like broccoli, 
beans and red meats, along 
with drinking orange juice, 


which allows body to 
process iron more efficient- 
ly. 


Keeping hydrated with 
plenty of water and other 
fluids ts also key. 

“You want to make sure 
veins are puffy so you can 
make sure it’s going to be a 
very safe and adequate 
donation,” she said. 

Having blood drives on a 
regular basis, every 56 days, 
is a concern that Etson and 
American Red Cross offi- 
cials have. Regular blood 
drives are held in Grayling 
at the American Legion Post 
#106, the St. Mary’s Church 
and the Grayling High 
School.

For the last four years, each AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon has been bigger 
than the last, prompting a few changes in 
the race and some of the peripheral activi- 
ties associated with the event. 

The AuSable River Canoe Marathon — an 
annual 120-mile race from Grayling to 
Oscoda held during the last full weekend in 
July — has increased its total of competitors 
in each of the last four years, In 2007, the 
year of the 60th AuSable Marathon, the 
event established a new participation record 
with 75 canoes (150 paddlers). In the fol- 
lowing year, 2008, the race had 76 teams. 
In 2009 participation jumped to 90 teams, 
and last year’s mark of 94 set a new record 
for the fourth consecutive year. 

Ivs unknown whether this year’s field 
will make it five in a row. As of Monday, 
July 1t, 91 teams were signed up for the 
AuSable Marathon. The third (final) cutoff

year, for example, had 101 
registered teams, but seven 
of them withdrew at some 
point before the start of the 
race. 

Increased — participation 
has also yielded more fin- 
ishers.

Marathon 
adds third day 
or time tria 


Sprints for position slated for July 27-29

For years the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon has established its starting posi- 
lions for the 120-mile race with a two-day 
time (rials event. This year, event organizers 
added a third day due to the continuing rise 
in the race’s participation numbers. 

The marathon has now exceeded its pre- 
vious record for most teams in four consec- 
Ulive years, culminating with 2010's record 
of 94, 

in 2009 and 2010 the AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon Committee expanded 
Thursday’s time trials in order to get all of 
the sprints completed. This year the com- 
mittee opted to spread the sprints oul over 
three days and end them at 8 p.m, instead of 
Thursday’s usual 9 p.m. finish time. 

“We added one day and shortened them 
up a bit,” said John Lucey, member of the 


AuSable Marathon Committee. ‘We're not 
going into the dark like the last few years.” 

Sprints for position are slated for 
Wednesday, July 27, from 4-8 p.m., 
Thursday, July 28, from 4-8 p.m., and 
Friday, July 29, from 2-6 p.m. 

At. time trials jall AuSable Marathon 
teams paddle a looped course that starts and 
ends at Penrod’s. The first half mvolves 
padding downstream and the teams come 
back paddling upstream. Often there are 
(wo teams on the course at one time, one 
going upstream and one downstream. The 
fastest duos usually finish in 5.5 to 6 min- 
utes. Last year’s AuSable Marathon cham- 
pions, Andrew Triebold and Steve Lajoie, 
posted the sue sprint time during the 2010 
time trials at 5:35.82. Triebold and Lajoie 
posted a sprint time of 5:34.45, also the best 
that year, in 2009,

Time trials often provide 
a strong forecast of which 
teams will compete for the 
top spots during — the 
AuSable Marathon. Last 
year 10 of the top 13 teams 
at sprints also posted a top- 
13 finish in the marathon. In 
2009 six of the top seven 
sprint teams finished in the 
top seven during — the 
marathon. In 2008 all of the 
top 13 duos at time trials 
fintshed in the AuSable 
Marathon’s top 13. 

The slowest teams al 
sprints rarely finish the 


marathon, From = 2003 
through 2010, an eight-year 
span, 21 teams posted sprint 
times exceeding the 10- 
minute mark, and only three 
of those (14 percent) man- 
aged to finish the race (78th 
in 2010, 58th in 2009, 47th 
in 2007). The finish rate for 
teams in the 9-10 minute 
sprint range during that 
same Ume period is 50 per- 
cent (7 of 14). 

The fastest’ teams at 
sprints have a high finish 
rate in the last eight years. 
From 2003 through 2010, 
72 teams have posted sprint
